Governor Roosevelt's 
letter 
follows 


closely along the lines of that of Presi- 
dent McKinley in accq>ting the 
first 


place on the Republican ticket. In open- 
ing he maintains that the paramount is- 
sue is the money question and declares 
that the election ot Mr. Bryan would 
plunge the country into financial and 
economic chaos. In this connection Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt turns aside to praise 
the administration of President McKin- 
ley, under which, he says, the country 
has been blessed with a degree of pros- 
perity absolutely unparalleled. 


ADMITS TRUSTS ARE AST EVIL. 
* 


The problem of Uie trusts is an ex- 


ceedingly difficult one and the difficulty 
is immeusely aggravated both by honest. 
hut wrong-headed attacks in our whole 
industrial system in the effort to remove 
some of the evils connected with it and 
by the mischievous advice of men. 
' No pood whatever is observed by in- 
dscriminalo denunciation of corporations 
generally and of all forms of industrial 
combination in particular, and when this 
public denunciation is accompanied 
oy 


private membership in the groat corpora- 
tions denounced the effect is, of course, 
to give an :iir of insincerity to the whole 
movement. Nevertheless, there are roil 
abuses, sml there is ample reason for 
striving to remedy these 
:ibuses. 
A 


crude or ill-considered effort to remedy 
them would cither be absolutely with- 
out effect or else would simply do dam- 
ago. 


•'•'The first tiling to do is to find out vhp 


facts, and for this purpose publicity as 
to capitalization, profit and all else of 
importance to the public is tho most 
useful measure. The mere fact of ' this 
publicity would in itself remed? certain 
evils, and, as to the others, it would 


some cases point out the remedies, 


and would at least enable us to tell 
whether or not certain proposed reme- 
dies would be useful. The state, acting 
in its collective capacity, would thus 
first find out the facts am! then lie able 
to take Mich measures as wisdom dic- 
tated. Much can be done by taxation. 
Even more can be done by regulation, 
by close supervision n.nd the unsparing 
excision of all unhealthy, destructive ;md 
anti-social elements. The .•separate state 
'overnmcntR can do n great dial, and 
where they decline- to co-operate the na- 
tional government must step in." 


Gov Roosevelt defended the issue of 


imperialism raised by the Democrats 
tliis year and says the -history .of the na- 
tion-'is in large part the history of the 
nation's expansion and even during Ihe 
revolutionary war tliC work of expansion 
went on. 


In 1S03, under President Jefferson, the 


greatest single stride in expansion that 
we over -took was taken by tho purchase 
of the Louisiana territory, which includ- 
ed a large portion of southern, western 
and northwestern tcrritpry, embracing 
an area now comprising lihirteon «to.tcs, 
and was acquired by treaty and purchase 
under President. Jefferson exactly 
and 


precisely as Uic Philip-pines have been oc- 
quired "by treaty and purchase 
under 


President MeKinley. 


The doctrine of the "conwnt of the 


governed" was not held by President ,Tcf- 
fereon or nny oilier sane ma.n to npply 
to the Indian tribes in the territory thus 
noqtiired, nor was any vote taken of the 
white settlers in tilie region, although the 
•transfer was bitterly opposed -by both 
virile and colored, and it was deemed 
necessary to send an araned force into the 
territory to prevent an insurrection. 


"The doctrine that the 'constitution fol- 


lows the flag' was not l-ben even consider. 
cd either by Jefferson or 'by any oi.her 
serious party leader, for it n«vor errtered 
i.heir heads that a new territory should 
be governed ot-ncr than in the way in 
which the territories of Ohio and Illiriofs 
hod already been governed under Wash- 
ington and the. older Adams. 


Tho acquisition of Florida is also an 


analogous case. This wa3 partly acquir- 
ed by conquest and partly by purolmse, 
Andrew Jackson, -being TTie most promi- 
nent figure in the acqisition. 


DENIES POLICY 
"Tho simple truth is that Uierc is noth- 


ing even remotely resembling 'imperial- 
rein' or 'militarism' involved in the pres- 
enfxlevclopnicnt of tlmt policy of ex- 
pansion which lin* been ptirt of the 'his- 
tory of America from tho day when sTid 
became a nation. Tho words mean n.bso. 
lutely nothing a-s applied to our present 
policy an tim Philippines, for tJiis policy 
is only imperiaTisttc in the aonso that Jef- 
ferson's policy in Loiiain.un. was imperial- 
istic; only (military in the sense tlmt 
Jackson's policy toward tho Somin-oles nr, 


' 
v,l the Sioux embodied mili- 


tarism, and t-fleie is no more danger o( 
its producing evil results at home now 
•than, there wos,-of its. interfering with 
freedom underJJefferion or Jackson, or in 
the days of the Indian wars" on the 
plains. Our army is relatively not as 
large as it was in the. days of .Wayne; 
we have not one regular for every 1,000 
inhabitants. There is no more danger of 
a draft than there1 is of the rein'troduc- 
tion of slavery. 


To turn over' the islands-to Aguinaldo 


and his followers would~-not" -be -to give 
self-government to the islanders; under 
no cirpumstan'ccs 
would the majority 


thus gain self-government. They would 
simply be put at the mercy of a syndi- 
cate of Chinese half-breeds, under whom 
'corruption would flourish far more freely 
than ' ever it flourished under Tweed, 
while tyrannical oppression would oib- 
ta-in to a degree only possible under such 
an oligarchy."

M. No. 4. Last Tuesday Night. 


SOUGHT REFUGE BENEATH 


TABLES IN THE-OABIN 


Mrs. Mary Fuller, Mrs, H. J. Show- 


alter and daughter Jeannrtte, Mis* Etta 
,Vood, Mi^i. Jacob Sho\va,lter, the Miasea 
Lillian and Eliza-betli Didier, and four 
other 1'acine people whose names could 
not -be ascerto-ined, were passengers on 
the F. & T. M. steamer No. 4, caught out 
in tho terrible s'lorm of Tuesday. 
They 


arrived here last night. A Journal rep- 
resentative saw Sirs. Mary Fuller and 
Mrs. Schowttiter this morning, and they 
rclsited thcir'exper-iences of the trip from 
Ottawa beach, Michigan, 'to Milwaukee. 


Kirs. Fuller said: 'T had been visiting 


my daughter, Mrs. Schowalter. who now 
lives at Detroit, Mich. We left Detroit 
on that Tuesday irorning for Ottawa, 
Mich., where we took the F. & P. M. 
steamer No. 4 for Milwaukee. There was 
on -board of the boat nine coach loads of 
people who had come to Ottawa • beach 
to take the tioat. This is -a considerably 
larger number than, was reported -by th« 
ofliccrs of 'the steamer. The ship left Ot- 
tawa beach about 7 o'clock -in the even- 
ing. 
When out about three hours the 


storm struck us. Up to that time there 
had been a hazs on the lake. Tho wind 
blew at a velocity of about seventy-five 
miles an hour, and the-waves ran moun- 
-uiin high, toesing the stenmer about li-kc 
cork. All of the passengers were told to 
get into the cabin, and were packed in so 
that we could liardly move. The storm 
grew worse, and there \«us a panic. Most 
everyone believed the ship would be lost. 
Wo were thrown from side to side and 
the furniture broke loose and was tossed 
a-bout- 


"The captain nnd 'the steward occupied 


positions in each end of the cabin. They 
appeared to -be speechless. 
I (lid not 


hear them say a. word for several hours. 
Tho captain must have remained in the 
same position until late in the morning. 


'I wo s standing in the cabin alongside 


a stateroom door until the angry seas 
tossed the "boat around with its passen- 
gers like so many drowned rats. All of 
a sudden a huge-wave struck the side of 
tho boat. There was a long table fasten- 
ed to tho floor, nnd I can't remember 
whether I went under the table or over 
the structure. I remember picking my- 
self up on the other side of '(.he ca-bin. 
TTiat is the way we wore thrown about. 
The sea ran so -high that the plank life 
preservers were actually driven through 
tho cabin from the hurricane deck. Doz- 
ens of then smashed through the win- 
dows «nd fell on the cabin floor. 


'•'I tlioug-ht, as did many others, that 


we would never reach shore. The water, 
after the windows had been broken, pour- 
od into the cabin and there was not one 
but what was drenched to the skin. 


"The planks that ca-me through into 


the cabin came with such force that pas- 
sengers, in trying to escape injury, cud- 
dled like sheep under 'the tables. ^Aa it 
was dozens were injured, some quite se- 
verely. 
My body is black and blue," 


show'ing marks on her arm to prove it. 


"1 thought the storm would never 


cease.' At times it was impossible for the 
engineers to run the machinery, and the 
shrp was left to tho mercy of the high 
running oca. 


"It was abomt 3 o'clock in the morn- 


ing when the storm subsided and the sea 
ran down. 
'Hie clouds passed over a 


little before daybreak, and after the «un 
began to ri» .we- noticed . that the bo»t 
had lost Its course, and tbe ca-ptain said 
we were off Bacine about fifteen miles. 
We arrived in Milwaukee ithwt -forenoon 
in a very crippled condition. 


"All our -baggage .was ruined and tha 


clothes we Itad on spoiled. We remained 
in that city all that ,<lay, as the company 
told via they would Rtand all the da-tnajfe.

after the boat, had landed in Milwaukee 
that he was a member of the crew for 
the past seven years, and that was the 
worst storm he had ever expnrieoced. 
One lady passenger who c^inc to the city, 
but whose name could not'be ascertained, 
said that sli« had crossed the ocean sev- 
eral times in her life, and that was the 
worst storm she had experienced in all 
her travels on the Abroad Atlantic.

the intermediary of the Discontc Gefiell- 
scliaft, Norddeutsehe, Hamburg, M. M. 
Warburg company, -Harfiburg, and Kuhn 
Loeb & Co., of New York, acting in con- 
juncture with the National city bank of 
New York, have taken over eighty mil- 
lion marks, four per cent, treasury bonds 
of the German Empire, falling due in 
1904-5. With the approval of the Imper. 
jiil bank the issue'to be placed on tha 
market in tho United States. 


OUR PENSIONERS. 


Harpers Weekly: No pensioner of the 


Revolutionary war survives. Tho last 
one died in 18C9, a.t the age of 109, but 
lust year there,were and doubtless still 
are, four RcvoVufionary widows on the 
pension rolls, none of them oWer thin 
eighty-six". Pensioners' widows make 
little of tihc lapse of centuries. Judging 
by precedent it'is not improbable that 
150 years from now there will still be 
widows drawing pensions on account of 
the services of their husbands in our lite 
war with Spain. 


Only one pensioner who served in. tse 


war of 1812 is ]cft. His name is Hiram 
Cronk. He is 100 years old and lives in 
Oncida county New York. About 2,000 
widows of 1812 are left in tha rolls. The 
pensioners of the tiril war bold out 
very well indeed. Every year on June 
30, they are counted. In June 1898 tho 
nmnbsr on the li*ts wa» 093,714. Last 
ye»r there were about 2,000 less, and this 
vcar also ,diere are fewer than in 189S, 
but the cornmteslonor bays that in 1801 
the list will beat the record, because an 
act of congrew, pas»ed Iwt M»y, ha« 
ertended the provisions of tho law of 
1890 so as to let in many thousands of 
new claimants. About, ono-quartcr of all 
the pensions go to widows.

John H. Dnvtrtwn of Wiconnln in , 


l>ally CofiB**iwlonal Record 


Mny 11. 1000. 


Mr. Chairman: I desire to congratu- 


late the committee on the postoffiee and 
post roads lor the splendid manner in 
which they have responded to the sen- 
timents of this house and'the country 
upon the question o f ' expansion in free 
rural mail'delivery. The .appropriation 
of $1,750,000 for that purpose is most 
commendable, and I not only vote for it 
cheerfully but would gladly have sup- 
ported a much larger appropriation. 


The benefits of free rural delivery'have 


been-fo clearly stated 'by Pirst Assistnn'i 
Postmaster General Heath that I take 
tho liberty of quoting from his report: 


There has been nothing in the history 


of the postal service of the United States 
so remarkable :is the growth of the rural 
free dclivnry system. Within the past 
-two years, largely by the aid of tihe peo- 
ple themselves, who, in appreciation of 
the helping hand which the government 
extended to them, have met these ad- 
vances half w»y, it has implanted itself 
so firmly upon port«l 
administration 


that it can no longer be considered in 
the light of an experiment, but has to 
be dealt with as an established agency 
of progress, awaiting only the action of 
the congress to determine how rapidly 
it shull be developed. 


Tho facts hereinafter set forth, with 


some elaboration of detail, which the r,:- 
jortanco of the subject seems to me to 
warrant, will demonstrate — 


That the free delivery of mnils in rural 


communities can bo widely extended with 
gerat benefit to the people and witli lit- 
tle cost to the revenue. 


That whatever the system has Icon 


judiciously inaugurated, with a sincere 
purpose to make it a success, it has been 
followed by these' beneficial result*:' 


1. Inc-rciiMed postal receipts. More let- 


ters are written a.nd 
received.

newspapers nnd mnga/.ines are subscrib- 
ed for. So marked is this advancement 
that quite a number of rural routes al- 
ready pay for themselves by the addi- 
tional business they bring. 


2. Enhancement of the value of farm

Youth's Companion: When it-ii con- j 


•idea-d that thu body is made up very 
largely of waiter it can rciidily be un- 
derstood liosv important to health is :i 
constant supply of this fluid. Jinny peo- 
ple have a. notion that the .drinking of 
water in tiny amount beyond tlmt act- 
ually necessary to quench 'thirst is in- 
juriou-i, and, acting on this, belief. they 
endeavor to drink as little as possible. 
The notion, however, is.widu of the. truth 
Drinking freely of pure water i* a mo.-.: 
efficacious means not only of preserving 
health, but often of restoring it when 
failing, 


All the tissues of the body need water, 


and water in abundance is necessary also 
for the proper performance of every vita! 
function. Cleanliness of the tissues with- 
in bho body is as necessary to health 
mid comfort as cleanliness of the skin, 
i.nd water tends to insure the one .n 
truly as does the other. It dissolves the 
waste, material which would othcrwi-it! 


These waste materials are often uct- 


colloct in the body, and moves it in tho 
various excretions. 
ually poisons, ami many a headache, 
jnany rheumatic, pains and aches, many 
sleepless nights and listless days and 
many attacks of the '-blues'' arc due 
solely to the circulation in the blood or 
deposit in the tissues of these waste ma- 
terials, which cannot be got rid of be- 
cause of an insufficient supply of water. 


Water is accused '-of making fat., and 


people with a tendency to 
corpulence 


avoid it for that reason. Hut this is not 
strictly true. It docs undoubtedly of'cn 
increase the weight, but it does so be- 
cause it improves the 
digestion, 
and 


therefore more, of the food eate.n is util- 
ized and turned into fat and flesh. But
